Ov- 
erweight persons usually notice the 
heat more in the spring than those 
of normal or below normal weights. 


Watch Spring Diet 
There is no reason to watch the 
salt and water intake unless one is 
engaged in heavy work, but a little 
salt in your water on a warm spring 
day will help you to overcome that 
tired feeling. 
The average person will also feel 


better if he eats more -vegetables 
and fruits and less meat, potatoes 
bread and dessert and this time of 
year. 
QUESTION: Arc spells of heart 


palpitation due to a spastic colon? 


ANSWER: No. Both the palpita- 


tion and spastic colon are thc re- 
sult of a neurosis which is anat- 
tcmpt to escape from a disagree- 
able situation through illness.
